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This provides the basis for measuring performance in service delivery against end of the 
year targets and implementing the budget. 

The SDBIP is a layered plan, with the top layer of the plan dealing with consolidated 
Service targets and m - year deadlines and linty such targets to top Management. 

Being a management and implementation plan, the SDBIP is not required to be approved 

by the Council, it is however tabled before Council and made public for information and 
tor the purpose of monitoring. 

The Municipal Manager is responsible for the preparation of the SDBIP, which must be 
legally submitted to the Mayor for approval, once the budget has been approved by 
Council, (towards end - May or early - June).

6.1 BUDGET PROCESS OVERVIEW 


6.1.1 Political Oversight of Budget Process 

The concept of political oversight over the budget process is an important one and it is 
the key to ensuring that strategy informs budget. 

The political oversight role of the Mayor is contained in Section 53 (T)(a) and (b) of the 
Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA). It requires that the Mayor must provide 
political guidance over the budget process and the priorities that guide the preparation of 
the budget. It further requires that the Mayor co-ordinate the revision of the IDP and the 
preparation of the annual budget and to determine how the IDP is to be taken into account 
for the purpose of the budget. 

The demands on the Municipality to address service delivery backlogs and to improve 
service delivery to all of its citizens, within current financial resources, are challenging. 
Political oversight of the budget process is therefore essential to ensure that the priorities 
of the municipality are addressed through budget allocations.
